CHICAGO, Jan 13 —Mrs Bessie Holltster, 30 years of age, the 


wife of Franklin C Holhster of the printing firri of Holhster 
Brothers, one of the largest concerns of Us kind in the city, was 
murdered last night by Richard Ivms, 24 years old, who had at 
tempted to assault her. 


The body of Mrs Holhster was found this morning lying on a 


pile of stable refuse m the rear of the Ivms' residence at 368 Belden 
avenue 


Around the neck was twisted a fine copper wire, and death had 


been caused by strangulation 


Ivins, who pretended to find the body and reported the fact ot 


the murder to the police, confessed to the crime a short time after 
he had been taken into custody 


HOW HE KILLED THE WOMAN. 


His statement to the police m effect was that he was at wwte 


in his carpenter shop, which stands but a short distance from the 
place where the body was found this morning, and that when Mrs. 
Holhster passed by he attacked her, and when "he resisted ho 
dragged her into the carpenter shop and killed her by twisting the 
vire around her neck. 


FAKE DISCOVERY OF MURDER. 


He then went home and remained there all night 
This morn- 


ing he went to the barn ostensibly to perform some work and, pre- 
tending to find the oody, rushed into the house and reported to his 
father and later to the police, that the body of a woman was lying 
in the heap of refuse near the barn 


CLAIMS THAT HE WAS DRUNK 


'Ivms in his confession, claimed that 1'e was drunk at the time 


of the crime, but this is denied by his mother, who said that he 
ca-ne into the house and ate his supper while perfectly sober. Ivms 
had previously borne a good reputation

Other small articles of jewelry which she 
had worn at the time of leaving the house had been taken. 


BODY CARRIED TO 
BARNYARD. 


The murder must have been committed at some distance from 


the place where the body was found and carried to the barnyard 
after dark. The pile of refuse on which the body lay'was in plain 
view from the windows of several houses in the neighborhood^ and 
had it been there in daylight it must have been discovered within 
a short time. 


The enclosure in which it was found is surrounded by a high 


board fence, the gate of which is nighty locked. The body had^un- 
questionably been carried up the alley at some time during the night 
and tossed over the fence. Following so closely upon the murder^of 
Mrs. Gentry as it did, the killing of Mrs. Hollister aroused the police 
to desperation. 


VICTIM WAS WELL KNOWN.

report of the Stanford faculty atheltic 
committee that body saye that the 
abuses In that sport exceed those In 
any other branch, and a remedy must 
be found for them. Th« report, which 
Is signed by the chairman, Dr. Frank 
Angell, says, In part: 


"The committee considers tha,t base- 


ball stands on a distinctly lower layel 
than any other college sport at this 
university, 1x»th as regard* the spirit 
of amateurism and of courtesy and 
fairness of play. The rules governing 
baseball are professional rules, elabo- 
rated by professional players, and the 
tricks and manners of the professional 
ram* are not only Imitated, but also 
applauded in amateur garnet." 


The report also deals with football 
and the recent discussion.

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Politicians Are Dis- 
cussing the Candi- 
dates for Governor 


Democrats Are Now 
Stirring in a Very 
Quiet Way * 


SAX FBAXCJSCO, Jan. 13.-Affairs in the State political 


game crystallize very slowly. Here and there there is a little 
something being done for this or that candidate for Governor, 
but very small interest is aroused. It is taken for granted that 
Governor Pardee will be a candidate for renomination and some 
vdres are being pulled and some plans laid to that end. He is 
far stronger with the people than with the politicians and those 
politicians apparently are making quite a bit of quiet effort to 
make your county of Alamecla a great political storm center to 
the end that the Governor may be kept so busy there that he AM!! 
have little time for attending to the other districts.

There has been this week just a bit of a ground swell in 


'favor of George A. Knight as the Republican nominee. Knight 
has snapped his fingers at all those who have sounded him on the 
subject. He is independent in the matter of riches and likes to 
take his ease on his ranch in Mendocino, on his launch on the 
bay. or in his automobile that ho runs with considerable skill. 
Still there is a lingering notion that iE he were assured that he 
could have the nomination without a great fight he might be in- 
duced to accept the honor. 


There is little doubt that if Knight would say the word he 


could get the place. To lie sure Ruef hates him and would try 
to take the San Francisco delegation away from him. But 
Knight has a popularity all his o^n. and if he went into a fight 
for the San Francisco delegation it would keep Ruef ^ pry busy 
to prevent him from getting a majority of the delegates. Down 
in Los Angeles General Harrison Gray Otis has been advocat- 
ing Knight's nomination, and it seems very probable that 
Ilerrin and what is left of the "Organization" would be very 
glad to get behind him as the easiest man they could win out. 
4s he is attorney for the Pacific Mail, of course the railroad in- 
terests would think he would be very favorable to their cause. 
But as I said. Knight laughs at all those v>ho come to him sug- 
gesting that he run for Governor and insists that the position is 
the last thing in the world that he wants.

Some of the Democrats are stirring in a very quiet way, 


and they do not seem to be very anxious to have their delibera- 
tions known to the public. A few nights ago there was a meet- 
ing of some of the members of the Democratic State Central 
Committee, and that meeting proposed in a general way to har- 
monize the conflicting interests in the party by eliminating both 
McXab and the '• Horses and Carts.'' In short, it was proposed 
to leave San Francisco out of the calculation altogether, giving 
the outside members of the party control and direction of 
affairs. 


At the meeting were men like Ben Taber of Placer county, 


Superior Judge M. T. Doolmg of San Bcnito, ex-Mayor Hassett 
and Superior Judge Peter J. Shields of Sacramento, Thompson 
of Stockton, the partner of former Governor Budd, and Lynch 
of Vallejo. It \\ as determined to ask Chairman Spellacy of the 
Democratic State Central Committee to call a meeting of that 
body and trv to get some life into the party on the lines of har- 
mony, suggested by the elimination of the San Francisco mal- 
contents. 
. 


It began to be seen that the meeting was rather in tavor of 


the candidacy of District Attorney Seymour of Sacramento for 
Governor. Of course Seymour's candidacy would be entirely 


acceptable to McNab. but it would do nothing toward bringing 
the labor votes back to the Democratic party, as McNab entire- 
ly divorced the labor element in the party when he went into the 
fusion with the Republicans during our last municipal cam- 
paign. 


The movement to give the Union Labor party a State or- 


ganization through the Building Trades' Council is causing the 
politicians a great deal of worry. 
Of course the Democratic 


party amounts to nothing without the labor votes. The State 
Central Committee might get together and resolve to do this or 
to do that, and nobody would take the movement seriously un- 
less it was found that the labor element was beginning to go 
back to its old allegiance. 
The Democratic convention might 


meet and nominate its full ticket, and the State would regard 
the matter with good-natured amusement unless the labor ele- 
ment indicated an intention to back up that ticket. 


So the movement of P. H. McCarthy and his associates at 


San Jose is really the keystone of the entire Democratic arch, 
though some of those Democratic politicians do not seem to 
know it. Unless the Democrats can merge with the labor move- 
ment it will make no difference to anybody who they nominate 
for Governor or for anything else^ because they will be pitifully 
in the minority, the third party in the race, as they always have 
been whenever the laboring element has split away from them. 


The change in our municipal government over here has 


been accomplished without any appreciable friction. 
Some of 


the men who have been considered indispensable in office have 
gone quietly into private life, and their positions have been as 
quietly taken by men who in a few weeks' time will be quite as 
efficient as the men they have succeeded. So little comment has 
been caused by a change that the practical politicians have re- 
garded as so momentous that the unprejudiced onlooker might 
be reminded of the poet's fancy over the death of the Warden of 
the Cinq Ports, when there was nothing in sea or sky or on the 
land in all of nature to tell that a great man was dead. 


Some little criticism was caused by the rather extravagant 


position assumed by Abe Ruef at the time the change was made 
in the Board of Supervisors. 
He sent one great floral piece to 


the Mayor and another to the members of the incoming board, 
with his card largely displayed on both, and he sat on the floor of 
the board among the new members as if eager to advertise him- 
self as the master and priest of the new dispensation. That 
was merely an exhibition of Ruef's little vanity. His vanity is 
his one great weakness; but though time and again it has been 
said that his rather ridiculous exhibitions of himself would 
prove his undoing, he is stronger in power than ever, and the 
biggest politicians in the State regard him with fear and won- 
der what he is going to do next.

Another man who seems more firmly entrenched than ever 


before is Herbert George of the Citizens' Alliance. 
Some time 


ago. when George had made himself the laughing stock of the 
city by his expressions in interviews and his letters to his little 
paper over in Denver, there was quite a disposition to oust him 
from his position at the head of the Alliance. James McNab, 
the brother of Gavin McNab, and a very strong and popular 


man, 
started a movement to rid the Alliance and the city of 


George. 


He was rather free in saying that he did not consider 


George just the man for the head of an organization that was 
vitally interested in industrial peace. He regarded George as 
too much of a fighter and not enough of a diplomat, though he 
generously refrained from making any remarks about George's 
assininities. 


But the other day George announced that he had been re- 


elected to the headship of the Citizens' Alliance by sea almost 
unanimous vote; and then lie announced the executive com- 
mittee of his organization, and on that executive committee the 
name of James McNab did not appear. Instead of McNab be- 
ing able to get rid of George, George had got rid of McNab. The 
explanation for the change is suavely given that McNab con- 
templates a trip to Europe, but behind the suavity there is a lot 
of vinegar. Meantime the Citizens' Alliance does not grow, but 
as George admitted in his report, is rather rapidly dropping 
off in membership. The recent election was a great discourager 
for those who had the notion that the Citizens' Alliance was to 
disrupt the labor unions. 


The recent rainfall has been a great triumph for devout be- 


lievers. On last Sunday morning, under the orders of the Arch- 
bishop, special masses were celebrated and special prayers offer- 
ed up for rain. Before very long the skies clouded and, as 
everybody knows, there has been a good deal of downpouring 
during the week. Of course, Professor Alexander McAdie, 
head of the local department of the Weather Bureau, laughs at 
the efficacy of prayer as a producer of rain, as he regards tlat 
priests with no more favor as performers of meteorlogicai 
miracles than the so-called rainmakers who discharge bombs o? 
incense into the air with a view to induce precipitation. But 
in this regard an old story of Al Murphy, one of the great hum- 
orists of California,- is quite in point. The story runs like this: 


Years ago there was a great drought in California and 


much suffering. 
The churches began offering up prayers for 


rain. The Methodists prayed, but the heavens remained un- 
clouded. The Baptists did their best, but without result. The 
Presbyterians, the Episcopalians, Unitarians and Congrega- 
tional] sts, Evangelicals and Liberals, and even the Jews, prayed 
and prayed, but there was no rain. 


Then all these prayerful folk got together in one vast pray- 


er meeting, and they prayed their level best. But the skies re- 
mained brazen and the fields continued parched.

San Jose, the capi- 
tal and commercial center, la situated 103 
miles from Port Limon, and reached In. 
six hours. Spanish and English, In the 
commercial world of Coata Rica,

Naturally, the traveler 


speaking the two languages wil have-the 
advantage, but It is possible for an ac- 
tive man speaking English only to do 


fair amount of business. English Is 


almost exclusively spoken in my con- 
sular district.

Christ's class. The Savior spoke 
in metaphor, in simile, in para- 
ble; he was the greatest of sym- 
bolists and what he uttered was 
uttered 
spontaneously, but 
he 


was something more than a poet.

When 
the 


Church and State are ready 
to 


accept the theater 
as a public 


educator, an ethical purpose will 


be necessary to every play. But 
just so long as the theater is re- 
garded merely as a business, is 
ignored by 
the 
State frowned 


upon by the Church, the com- 
merce of the drama is likely to 
foster the purely amusement side 
of the question and 
to 
ignore 


ethics entirely. As a matter of 
fact, I am inclined to think that 
every play teaches a lesson of 
some sort, if one only will look 
into it deeply enough, 
though 


the so-called plays of certain so- 
cialistic writers of our time de- 
liberately teach 
the wrong one, 


and are abhorrent and dangerous. 
All you have to do nowadays is 
to tell your public that your play 
is meant to teach them a lesson, 
and it is wonderful with what 
unanimity they will transfer their 
patronage to some meretricious 
amusement in some music hall.
